asked him if he would consent to 
another term in ‘the “Mayor’s 
chair. : Ae 

‘* No,’’ said hia worship, ‘‘ T am 
sorry to say business relations 
prevent me again being a candi- 
date for the Mayoralty chair. I 
reluctantly arrived at this con- 
clusion some weeks ago, when 
many customers of ours made 
complaints to me that they felt I 
was absent too much from my 
office, and as our business is such 
that 99 per cent. of our business 
is with the farmers I cannot see 
how I can again assent to the 
many requests of- friends and 
business associates, who tell me 
Iam entitled to a second term. 
Still, I must first protect the inte- 
rests of my family and business 
partner, and this I cannot do and 
give the time necessary to carry 
out the wishes of the Council and 
attend to the many things arising 
from time to time.”’

THE CHAMELEON. 
This Curious:Animal Is Like Two Half 
Creatures Joined. : 

The chameleon is not allied closely 
to any other animal It stands as a 
genus by itself... The nervous centers 
in one lateral half operate independ- 
ently of those in the other. This 
seems outrageous, and it.is, but it is 
true, The chameleon has two lateral 
centers of perception—of sensation and 
of motion. There exists also a third 
eenter—that common one in. which 
abides the power of concentration by 
means of which the two sides’ of the 
creature may be forced to work in 
harmony with each other.’ But this 
center of concentration does not al- 
ways dominate the situation. Not- 
withstanding the strictly symmetrical 
structure of the animal’s two halves, 
the eyes move quite independently, 
and they convey distinct and separate 
impressions to their respective centers 
of perception. As of the eyes, s0' of 
the other members—each reports: to 
and is controlled by its own center. 

The result is that when the faculty 
of concentration becomes disturbed 
everything isjumbled. Let the chame- 
leon be much agitated and its move- 
ments grow erratic. They are those 
of two creatures fastened together, or, 
rather, of two half creatures joined. 
Each half exhibits its intention of go- 
ing its separate way. The result is a 
pitiable confusion of movement. There 
is no concordance of action, A curi- 
ous example of the chameleon’s help- 
lessness when unduly excited is found 
in the fact that it cannot swim. The 
shock of being plunged into water up- 
sets the poise of its faculty for concen- 
tration. Forthwith each side strikes 
out wildly for itself, to its own undo- 
ing. The chameleon. is the only four 
legged vertebrate that cannot swim. 

When the creature is calm every im- 
‘pulse to motion is referred to the com- 
mon center of concentration, and the 
entire organism acts in fitting accord 
with the commands issued by that fac- 
ulty. Thus, while totally different im- 
pressions from the two eyes are trans- 
mitted from their centers to the com- 
mon one, that concentrating power de- 
cides as to which scene is the more 
important and then directs the eye 
otherwise engaged also to regard it, 
The same principle applies in the con- 
trol of all the members—so long as the 
animal remains unexcited. Any ob- 
server may easily verify the existence 
of this‘dual nature in a superficial way 
by some experiments with a’ sleeping 
chameleon. A touch on one side of 
the animal will wake that side up, 
while the other side sleeps calmly on. 


FLINT AND TINDER. 


Making Fire In the Days Before We 
Had Matches. 

A friend of mine of just my age used 
to laugh about his own boyhood and 
tell the story of his mother shaking 
him in bed and bidding him put on his 
boots when he dressed and his over- 
coat and wade through the snow to 
the next neighbor’s to get a pan of hot 
coals with which to make the fire. I 
suppose Joe’s mother had lost her 
flint. We kept our flint and what was 
called “the steel” in a round tin box 
such as would hold a quart of straw- 
berries now, and it was on the man- 
telpiece in the kitchen. It was half 
full of tinder. Half the boys and girls 
of today do not know what tinder is 
or was. 

Now, whoever was in the kitchen in 
‘the morning and found that the last 
hot coal of the wood fire had gone out 
took down the tinder box and struck 
the steel with the flint smartly and of- 
ten until a redhot spark fell on the 
tinder; then very carefully she blew 
with her breath on any flakes of the 
tinder which had lighted until she had 
quite a little cove of lighted tinder. 
Then she took what we called a brim- 
stone match and put that very care- 
fully in the little hot hole. If all 
things worked well, the brimstono 
lighted and the wood of the match 
lighted, and she lighted the candle, 
which made a part of the tinder box. 

Oh, dear! There were thousands of 
tinder boxes in little Boston the day I 
was born, and a few years ago I tried 
to buy one as a curiosity, and I could 
not find one in any of the junkshops. 
In those days old women would stop 
at the door and ask you to buy some 
bundles of matches. They had made 
these themselves of pine wood four 
inches long, which they had dipped in 
hot brimstone at both ends, And those 
were the only matches that anybody 
ever heard of.—\Woman'’s Home Com- 
panion.

23 Cows or,60, Which? 


Some of the September records 
received. from. members of cow 
testing associations show further 
remarkable variations in different 


sections of Ontario and Quebec. 


It is the exception in the Ontario 
associations to find less than 600 
Ib. milk or 20 Ib, butterfat as an 
average yield for the‘thirty days. 
In Quebec associations the aver- 
age yields are almost all lower, 
though one or two are well up, 
even.to 700 lb. milk and 26 lb. 
fat. One association in Quebec 
has a total production from 23 
cows of 17,800 tb. milk and 775 
Ib. fat, while in another Quebec 
association just a little less than 
that is the total production of 60 
cows; the 60 cows average less 
than 300 lb. milk. Twenty-three 
cows in one case, sixty in the 
other, which kind of cow would 
one rather keep? What glowing 


possibilities are indicated here? 


Most likely the 60 cows could be 
made to give better yields if fed 
better. ‘ The selection of- the best 
individuals ag revealed by the 
records, and their mating with 
good bulls of decided dairy 
descent, would give certain re- 
sults, better cows ‘in every way, 
without such glaring differences 
as in this case where the yield of 
two fairly good cows is more than 
the total yield of five poor ones.

Is Great Gain” (1. Timothy vi, 6) 
—Pastor Russell Says That Time 
ts Not Yet Ready For a Self-Con- 
troiled World—Earth Is a Rebel- 
lious Province In Universe. e 
Sunday; Oct. 17.—Pastor Russell, of 
Brooklyn Tabernacle, preached to-day 
from the text, “Godliness with con- 
tentment is great gain’? (I. Timothy 


vi, 6).° He said: 
Zhe only proper contentment is ah 


which combines. with godliness an 


which ‘sees ‘from the. standpoint of 
‘God’s Word: the Divine. power able to 
correo! the’ difficulties which assail us 
and all: mankind.’ The godly believer 


-thus instructed. is able to appropriate 
te himself the --Divine’ promises -of. 
, providential care’ and thus. to. be con- 


teni with conditions which are. not 


‘ patisfuctory, 


On the other. hand, those who either 
do not know of the Divine power, or 
have lost their faith in Divine wis- 
dom, chafe more and more under pres- 
ent conditions. And the more discon- 
.tented they become, the greater is 
their tendency toward ungodliness— 
doubt of Divine love, wisdom and 
power. Self-independence js a poor 
substitute and, as disappointments 
-eume, the combative find anger, ma- 
lice, natred, envy and strife surging 
through their minds. Then they be- 
come rabid ecclalists and are in the 


way to eventually become rabid anar- | 


-chists. 

Again we have those who term 
themselves Christian Socialists. These 
well-meaning souls perceive the situ- 
ation of their brethren and say, Yes, 
the world should - be socially trans- 
Its riches should not flow, 
as at ‘present, into the favored chan- 
nels, but should. be scattered every- 
where for the feneral refreshment 
and comfort of mankind as a whole. 
They philosophize on what God sure- 
ly would and surely would not ap- 
prove amongst men,-and then declare 
that all Christians should at once set 
about to secure to the world of man- 
kind a just division of God’s bounties. 
Their love and zeal for right princi- 
ples we should and dp admire and 
commend. But we cannot commend 
their course, their hopes, their preach- 
ing, by which they seek. to obtain 
the ends desired. Recognizing the 
principles of Divine Justice they seek 
to apply these, forgetful of the fact 
that they have not the Divine Wisdom 


_ Mecessary to a proper application. 


They seem to forget also that justice 
has been the same for several thou- 
sand years past, and that Divine Wis- 
dom has not yet seen fit to establish 


‘Divine Justice amongst men. If the 


think that this is a neglect on God’s 
part which they are wise enough to 


Yectify, the thought is evidently an 


erroneous one. If they believe, on the 


contrary, that the time for the estab- 


lishment of ‘justice was not in the 
‘past, but has now come, they should 
‘be able to find and point us to a Di- 
vine revelation to this effect, -practi- 
‘cally authorizing them to take their 
stand now for socialism and explain- 
ing that the due time for the prosper- 
ity of justice has now come and how 
they shall proceed and what shall be 
the’ outcome. But do-.they offer us 
such evidences from the Bible? Do 
they offer us such proofs as these? 
Nay, verily. Like the other socialists 
they are merely discontented and be- 
‘come discontented seeking a remedy. 

From the. Bible standpoint the 
‘world is not properly. ready - for its 
‘own control under any form of govern- 
‘ment. It is a rebellious province in 
ithe Divine Empire—one in which sin 
and selfishness and death constitute 
the ruling elements. The Bible de- 
'clares that what the world needs is a 
‘Monarchy—a strong, centralized gov- 
‘ernment in which the masses must 
not be allowed to have a voice at all, 
‘because, in their fallen condition, 
‘they knew not what is for their own 
highest good. The Bible tells us that 
present institutions, under the power 
of éelfishness, driving the wealthy in 
‘one direction and the masses in the 
opposite direction, is about to brin 
a universal. cragh—anarchy. This an 
‘atheistic socialism and Christian so0- 
cialism, and, in a larger sense, gen- 
‘eral selfishness and discontent are 
urging upon. the two great combat- 
ants, both of whom will fall in the 
struggle, never to rise again. -How- 
ever, according to the Scrpitures, they 
will be succeeded by the Kingdom 
of God’s dear Son. : 

:. That: strong Government, that the- 
ocracy to which every knee must bow 
and every tongue confess to the glory 
of God, is the Kingdom that the world 
needs. Its rule of righteousness alone 
will bring to mankind the joy and 
peace and blessing which all crave, 
but which none of us are wise enough 
to know how ‘to bring about—not even 

ur socialist friends. The part of faith 
and the part of wisdom is to look~unto 
the Lord from whom cometh our help. 
iNor should we look to him to approve 
our methods, but rather to be inform- 
ed respecting his methods and to ap- 
prove them and to co-operate to the 
‘extent of our abilities. 

At a church congress recently held 
in Boston a day was given to the dis- 
cussion of Christian Socialism. Both 
gides of the question were permitted 
to be presented. One minister, Rev. 
Eliot White, is reported in The Chris- 
tian Socialist as having made the 
following statement: 

“Let us answer, ‘Hasten the day 
when Labor, united, shall shake off its 
chains!’ Our part as Christians is to 
help men out of every bondage! We 
are not perturbed that Socialism, in 
its eagerness to rid Labor of material 
bonds, has not yet realized the weight 
of bonds spiritual. That realization 
will come in good time, and Christian- 
ity must be rie to show the work- 
‘ers of the world how to be rid of all 
those fetters of the soul which ma- 
terial emancipation will but render 
More apparent. But for Christianity, 
#s too often now, to profess desire to 
free men of spiritual bondage, while 
repudiating any call or need to gtrike 
fearless blows at their material prison 
bars, is to lay itself open to justifiable 
charges of hypocrisy. This must yield 
to braver counsels, though the striv- 
ing be even unto blood against the 
sin of slavery which still defiles mod- 
ern industrialism. 


“With widest meaning, then—in- 


clusive of all that the most ardent | 


and uncompromising Socialist lover 
of liberty has demanded, and embrac- 
ing besides all that the Christian 
means when he proclaims the glaiy 
of spiritual freedom, Christianity 
must now take up the challenge and 
cry with world-wide voice like the 
sound of many waters and a mighty 
thunder—‘Amen! even 80, unite, ye 
workers; you have but your chains 
to lose, and you have a world to 
gain!” e

Brother’ White’s grandfather, and it 
is’ safe to say that it is a-hundred- 
fold more discontented. And Brother 
White, with doubtless the very best 
and noblest: of intentions, neglecting 
the Word of God, the “wisdom that 
cometh from above’’ (James iii, 17), 
is really doing injury by..his gospel 
of socialism. Our Lord” was sur- 
rounded by conditions of sickness, 
sorrow, poverty, etc., so that he could 
properly declare, “The poor ye have 
always with you” (Matthew xxvi, 
11) The apostles were similarly situ- 
ated. Yet have we any evidence what- 
ever that any of these attempted to 
break the chains of the- ‘‘slavery of 
Labor?” Most assuredly not. 

- While our Lord went about doing 
good, and healed many of the sick, 

e@ by no means healed all of the sick 
nor comforted all the mourning ones. 
His favors were specialized, as in the 
case of the impotent man at Bethes- 
da. “There were multitudes of im- 
potent folks there” (John v, 3). But 
only the one was miraculously healed 
by our Lord’s Word. Many widows 
were bereft of their sons, but only the 
widow of Nain had her son restored 
to her by the all-powerful Word of 
our Saviour. He came not into the 
world to heal the sick, but to die for 
the world as its Redeemer. He left 
the great work, the important work 
of netling all the sick—the mental- 
ly, morally and physically sick, and 
of awakening all the dead, until the 
establishment of his Millennial 
Kingdom. : 

We likewise may do good unto all 
men as we have Spportunity and. 
capeeiany to the “household of 

th.” But we likewise must wait 
for God’s time and manner for the 
general healing of the world’s sor- | 
rows ‘and troubles. When in fulfill-' 
ment of the prayer our Lord taught 
us, God’s Kingdom shall come and 
his will be done on earth as it is done ' 
in heaven, then all the blessing, all | 
the helpfulness necessary to ‘the full 
recovery of our race will be brought 
into operation. - And it is not possible ; 
for-‘any man or’set of men, Christians 
cr otherwise, either to improve upon 
God’s great Plan of the Ages nor to 
hasten his Plan. 

Is it urged that the early Church 
at its beginning establish a com- 
munistic society? We answer that 
this was not a worldly establishment, 
nor with those who recognized world- 
ly principles. It was merely a social 
arrangement whereby the Church at 
Jerusalem only sought to deal with 
each other as one family. It was not 
successful. It did not persist. It did 
not have apostolic commendation to 
other Churches. We may suppose, 
therefore, that the arrangement was 
Divinely permitted so as,to show the 
Lord’s people throughout the‘age the 
impracticability of such an arrange- 
ment at the present time. 

Brother White and others would 
probably tell us that socialists are 
crying out that heavenly hopes are 
not satisfactory—that what they want 
is earthly riches and comforts and 
that these they intend to have; and 
that what the people want is what 
the pulpit must supply—otherwise 
the influence of religion will wane in 
the world and its ministers will be- 
come back numbers, whom no one 
will care to hear or heed. 

We answer that thisis all very true, 
but that the difficulty lies in the fact 
that the Gospel message is not proper- 
ly presented to the people. The mes- 
sage which our Lord and the apostles 
presented is a consistent one, whereas 
the message from the majority of pul- 
pits to-day is an inconsistent one. The 
people are told, by both Catholics and 

rotestants, that there ‘is a heaven 
for the saintly who before dying shall 
become firmly established in the 
graces of the holy Spirit. As for the 
masses, they are told by Catholics 
that they must expect centuries of 
torment to be prepared for them.

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: CLIMBED MOUNT ROBSON, 


Rev. George Kinney Has Performed 
‘Remarkable Feat. 


Little has been said in the press of 
a rather notable feat of exploration 
recently performed in Canada. Mount 
Robson; the highest peak in- the 
Canudian Rockies, the goal of. many 
mountain climbers of all* nationali- 
ties, has at last been reached. The 
honor of this remarkable achieve- 
ment goes.to a Canadian and a clergy- 
man, Rev. George Kinney of Kese- 
meos, B.C. 

Mount Robson is not only the high- 
est peak in Canada but it‘is also ex- 
tremely diffcult of ascent-owing to 
its formati:n, rising two miles. over 
the valleys below at an average slope 
of sixty degrees. Mr, Kinney: has 
been mountuin-climbing for-a number 
of years, but drifted into the sport 
quile accidentally. He had always 
been an ardent naturalist and in the 
quest of specimens had occasion to 
make short climbs up some of the 
smaller peaks. Gradually climbing 
began to grow upon him and finally 
he decided to ascend to the top of one 
of the -higher mountains just to sce 
what it was like, and also for the pur- 
pose of taking some photographs. Mr. 
Kinney then discoyered the fascina- 
tion of a long climb with a little dan- 
ger to add spice {o-it, and from that 
time since hus been the most ardent 
of mountajneers and has devoted all 
his vacations to this sport. : 

He had already made four trips up 
Mount Robson but never succeeded 
in recching the summit. He set out 
this year again by himself, but pick- 
ed up a Mr. Phillips who had accom- 
panied him in previous ‘years in the 
Yellowhead Pass. While waiting at 
the foot of the mountain for a suit- 
able day, the provisions ran out, and 
when the sum total of their larder 
consisted of a little rice and stray 
gophers that they had killed, it was 
decided that the ascent could no long- 
er be delayed, despite the fact that 
the weuther was very unfavorable. 
The first day they made 11,000 feet 
and then cumped for the night, utter- 
ly exhausted by fatigue, and the in- 
clement weather. At daybreak the 
climb was resumed and after climb- 
ing for twenty hours they reached the 
summit. Mr. Kinney says it was one 
of the greatest moments of his life, 
when, after four unsuccessful at- 
tempts, he at last attained the mecca 
of all.mountain-climbers in Canada. 

When asked the other day in Ed- 
monton by the editor of The Saturday 
News if he lingered very long on 
the top, Mr. Kinney answered very 
emphatically in the negative. The 
cold was so intense that after taking 
some photographs, preparations were 
quickly made for the descent. De- 
scending is much easier work than 
the climb but also more dangerous. 
The first part is made slowly but 
when .the slopes became more grad- 
ual; the sliding begins. Imagine a 
number of toboggan slides of 2,000 
feet in length, and you will have some 
idea of the return trip. 


A Woodbine Story. 


The autumn race meeting at the 
Woodbine, Toronto, brings to mind an 
incident which occurred at the fall 
meeting of a year ago. A prominent 
horse owner who was here from the 
United States knew practically all the 
good things that were going, but like 
all the men who make a genuine kill- 
ing on the horses was very chary of 
giving information. However, he be- 
came fuscinated with a young actress 
who was staying at the King Edward 
Hotel and under oath of almost Ma- 
sonic secrecy imparted to her tips on 
two races for a certain day. The 
young lady was informed that she 
must on no account breathe a word 
about these tips to anyone. She 
promptly gave her information to the 
star, the leading lady, the manager 
and everybody else she liked in the 
company, with the result that the 
crowd laid bets and the odds were 
knocked down considerably from the 
original figures. The next day she 
met the horse owner, thanked him 
for the tips of the previous day which 
had turned out so well and asked for 
another good bine The gentleman, 
as if on as friendly terms as ever, 
suavely handed her something which 
he said was a sure winner but did 
not admonish her to keep it quiet. 
When the crowd went down to play 
this horse they noticed that the odds 
did not drop as before; they even 
went up. When the horses came un- 
der the wire the sure thing was last. 
The horse owner had got even. 


Lord Strathcona’s Break. 


Just across the Saskatchewan Riv- 
er from Edmonton, the capital city of 
Alebrta, is the town of Strathcona. 
These twin cities are not exactly ri- 
vals after the fashion of Port Afthur 
and Fort William; but the smaller 
place is keenly jealous of its rights 
and its fame as a civic entity. On 
the other hand Edmonton is quite 
sure that the only progressive future 
possible for Strathcona is in annexa- 
tion to the nrovincial capital. The 
newspapers of Edmonton say that 
public opinion in favor of the 
union is rapidly growing in the 
“suburbs” across the river. In the 
meantime the people of both places 
indulge in remarks about each other 
which are not by any means as mild 
as those exchanged between Toronto 
and Hamilton.”’ 

All of which having been explain- 
ed, eastern readers will understand 
the feelings of the people of the town 
nemed after him, when Lord Strath- 
cona in his first speech after his ar- 
rival there recently told of the pleas- 
ure with which he had long looked 
forward to visiting ‘‘this great city 
of Edmonton.” 

Strathcona people consider this was 
a bad break, but Edmonton citizens 
remark with a broad smile that it was 
a very significant one.

They have covered over a hundred 
names in the past quarter of a century, 
willingly paying the registration 
charges of $25 for every title. Of 
course they do not intend to use them. 
They register them to fight off compe- 
tition, believing (and here is the im- 
portant point) that no clever business 
man would embark in the enterprise 
of manufacturing a new soap when 
from the start he was prevented from 
employing the powerful weapon of 
imagination in giving it a suitable 
name, If an establishment like this, 
directed by some of the ablest heads in 
the business world, believes that it 
can discourage competition by simply 
depriving the would be competitor of 
the appeal to the imagination in the 
naming of his soap, how great a value 
must we attach to imagination in busi- 
ness?—Lorin FE.

TRAPPING’ RABBITS. 


The Australian Method of Dealing With 
< the Pests. 

Rabbits are the greatest pest the 
Australian pastoralist has to contend 
against. If these rodents are at all 
numerous on a station property, they 
do enormous damage to the grass, but 
the pest is kept down to the lowest 
possible limit in every district of. the 
commonwealth at great cost. 

The most effective method of deal- 
ing with them is hereunder explained. 

In summer when any water that 
might have been lying about has been 
dried up by evaporation and the grass 
has become dry rabbits swarm toward 
the tanks, dams or other water holes 
that have been sunk for stock drink- 
ing purposes. 

Pastoralists take advantage of this, 
and every evening after the cattle 
have partaken of their last drink a 
strip of wire netting is run around the 
tank or dam. 

Outside this netting fence holes are 
dug in the ground and filled with pol- 
soned water, and these in turn are in- 
closed by another strand of netting, 
pegged down to within a few inches 
of the ground, being sheep proof, but 
allowing plenty of room for rabbits to 
get under, 

The rabbits make for the dam; but, 
as their way is barred, they drink at 
the poisoned holes, with to them disas- 
trous results. 

In the morning are to be seen hun- 
dreds and thousands of dead rabbits 
scattered about the country. — Mel- 
bourne News.

istera at Ottawa. 
one properly attested affidavits 
made by eye-witnesses, concern- 
ing one of them, telling in detail 
the story of the worst public in- 
decency in the history of Cana- 
dian official life eave, perhaps, 


I sent twenty- 


the permanent indecency of the 
present Cabinet. The official 
guilty of it was sent back three 
months after the receipt of the 
affidavits with an addition of 
$1800 a year to his salary. 

2. He did not retract his criti- 
cisms. He adds, however, ‘‘I am 
a Liberal and was not prepared 
to see falsehoods and crookedness 
in everything dune by a Liberal 
executive. It is true that his 
whole policy was false and crook- 
ed, but I was not prepared to be- 
lieve it would be, before the 
event.”’ 

3. He did not exercise patron- 
age in the sense in which it is 
understood in party politics. He 
did ask that work be given to 
somerneedy old-timers. 

4. His letter to Sir Wilfrid; 
Laurier in which he stated he had 
no claims was written in May 
1902. The staking of the claim 
took place on Christmas 1902, 
seven months later. Moreover, he 
did no work on the claim, did not 
sail it and does not own it, his 
rights having lapsed. ‘I never| 
bought a claim, sold a claim, 
worked a claim or made a dollar 
out of a claim while in the Yukon.” 

5. The circumstances as to his 
indemnity as member of the 
Yukon Council were that he left 
the district in February 1904, as 
a time when the Council was ex- 
pected to sit in October and ex- 
pected to return in time for that 
date. Instead, it was convened 
and m-t in July, notice being 
given his departure. He was en- 
titled to $1,200 less $25 for each 
day’s absence. Reckoned at this 
rate, the deductions from the 
salary would be $1,075, leaving a 
balande of $225, which he appar- 
ently would be entitled to claim. 
Expecting to be present, he had 
obtained an advance of $200. He 
spoke avout the matter to Com- 
missioner McInnes, and the Com- 
missioner said that he was en- 
titled to the sum. In debate in 
the Council Mr. Lithgow, the 
Comptroller, admitted that he was 
entitled not to $200 but to $225. 

6. On this point Mr. Pringle’s 
words may be quoted: “I had 
no settled abode in the Yukon. 
My salary would not have suffic- 
ed for the needs of my family 
even had I been settled. _I sup- 
ported my wife and children ir 


could get their education. I lived 
with my wife and-children. when 
on my visits to the outside.”’

Wheat Screening at Montreal 


) 


Danger of the Spread 
of Weeds Averted. 


It is noted in thé Census and 
Statistics Monthly that infor- 
mation was recently received by 
the Seed Branch of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture that a cargo 
of wheat screenings were being 
shipped from Port Arthur to 
Montreal. On account of the 
danger in the spread of noxious 
weeds through carelessness in 
handling screenings of this sort, 
an officer of the Seed Branch was 
sent to Montreal to inquire into 
the disposition of the cargo. The 
analysis of a sample of the 
screenings showed that they con- 
tained 16.3 per cent wheat, 46.9 
weed seeds and 36.8 inert matter. 
The weed seeds were represented 
by 29 different varieties, 11 of 
which were of the kind named in 
the Seed Control Act. It was 
found that the screenings were 
being offered for $19 per ton and 
would be sold either whole or 
ground into meal. A sample of 
the meal produced from _ the 
screenings when very finely 
ground did not contain any 
whole seeds, but-as grinding is 
ordinarily done many of the weed 
seeds would be unharmed and 
would be carried to the land in a 
vital state. However, regardless 
of the grinding, it is evident that 
there is considerable danger of 
noxious weeds being introduced 
through carelessness in handling 
such screenings at local points 
where they may be delivered.

From Wetaskiwin to Winnipeg 
by C.P.R. 


There arrived in Calgary about 
11 p.m. Friday night the first train 
to be run over the new transcon- 
tinental line from Winnipeg to 
Calgary via Wetaskiwin and 
Saskatoon. It was a special con- 
sisting of three cars, and carried 
Vice-president Whyte, Sir Daniel 
McMillan, lieutenant-governor of 
Manitoba, Chief Engineer Swit- 
zer, Superintendent Arundel, of 
the central division, T. C. Irving, 
of Bradstreet’s, and Superinten- 
dent Niblock, of the Calgary dis- 
trict. 

Mr. Whyte stated that the time 
of operation of regular trains 
over the new line could not be 
definitely set as yet. About 40 
miles of road yet requires to be 
bailasted, and a regular service 
could not be given till this was 
completed. Mr. Whyte hoped, 
however, that the first of the year 
would see the line in good running 
order. The operation of the line 
would divert some traffic from 
Calgary, but it would not take 
enough from theC. & E. to render 
necessary the taking of any 
trains off that line.

A Herd’s Successful Raid on a Granary: 
5 In Ceylon. 

Some soldiers stationed at an out- 
post in Ceylon, says a Colombo paper, 
to protect a granary containing a large 
quantity of. rice were sent off a few 
miles to quiet some unruly villagers, 
only two of the party remaining be- 
hind. *No sooner had the soldiers de- 
parted than a herd of wild elephants, 
which had Jong been wandering about 
the nelghborhood, appeared in front of 
the granary. Its walls were of solid 
brickwork, very .thick, and the only 
opening into the building was in the 
center of the roof, which was reached 
by a ladder. On the approack of the 
elephants the two men clambered up 
into a Jofty banyan tree to.escape in- 
jury. Screened by the thick foliage, 
though unseen by the elephants, they 
easily saw. all that went on below.

As the whole company could not be 
accommodated at once, they divided 
into small groups of three or four.

One of the first divisions, after 
leaving the building, had acted as sen- 
tinel while the others were taking their 
turn. He had -perceived the troops 
returning from the village and gave 
the signal for retreat, when the whole 
herd, flourishing their trunks, moved 
rapidly into the jungle. 

The soldiers found the animals had 
devoured the greater part of the rice, 
A ball from a fieldpiece was discharged 
at them in their retreat, but they only. 
wagged their tails as if in mockery. 
and were soon hidden in the recesses 
of their native forests. 


DAYS OF THE WEEK. 


At One Time They Were Designated 
Merely by Numbers. 
Formerly the days of the week were 
numbered one, two, three, four, five 
and six, beginning with the Sabbath. 
Even now the custom still prevails 
among certain modern Greeks, the 
Slavs and the Finns. Many old fash- 
foned and orthodox Quakers, particu: 
larly in the north of England, still hold 
to this custom, which was the common 
one in the days of the apostles and 
down to the fourth century as well as 
usual among the Jews and the Arabs. 
The orthodox Quakers use the numer. 
ical system in preference to the ordi- 
nary on the ground that the gods and 
goddesses, from whom the names were 
taken, were not of the highest respecta- 
bility in point of morals. 
The week was originally only a con- 
venient quarter of the lunar month; 
hence it began on Monday, or moon 
day. The Italians still call Monday 
the first and Sunday the seventh day 
of the week. Tuesday is derived from 
the Norse Tiw, who corresponded to 
Mars, the god of war, a most disreputa- 
ble person ‘in the eyes of Quakers. 
Thursday was Thor’s day, Thor being 
a god warrior who was morally no’bet- 
ter than he ought to be. Wednesday, 
again, was Woden’s day, Woden being 
the god of battle ‘rage. The Romans 
called this day Mercury's. Friday wag 
supposed to be the luckiest day of the 
week—for women. It was called after 
the Norse Frija, the goddess of love, 
and is the best day for weddings. For 
the pagan Romans it was also the day 
of Venus, though the Christian Romang 
called it the day of Ul luck because 
Christ had been crucified on that day. 
Saturday was called after Saturn, and 
‘Sunday was known to the Christians 
as resurrection or sun day. 
The week of seven days was import- 
ed from Alexandria into Greece and 
| The Italy about the time of Christ. 


The Greeks had previously divided 
their month into sets of ten days, the 
Romans into sets of eight days, three 
and a half sets being equal to one 
month.—New York World.
